Shortly after noon Monday, without prev­ 
ious intimation or announcement, The Washing 
ton Gas & Electric Company closed down its pow­ 
er plant and all motors'and electric lights in the 
4?ity were without current until two hours later 
when the plant was reopened after threats of court 
action had been made and two-thirds of the city's 
industries had been at a standstill for lack of pow­ 
er to operate machinery. 
The shut-down, according to announcement 
at the company's office, was due to inability to 
obtain a licensed engineer, and information from 
state inspectors that fines would be assessed un­ 
less the company used licensed engineers. 
Soon after the shut-down came the offices 
of the company were besieged with bushless men 
and othet/citizens vitally concerned over lack of 
power, and the services of a licensed engineer 
were immediately offered. The offer was declin­ 
ed. 
Meanwhile demands for reopening the plant 
were becoming more insistent, because of heavy 
loss faced by several concerns should the power 
plant not resume operations. 
Efforts to locate Manager Gross finally re­ 
sulted in obtaining telephonic connections with 
him at Waverly, and after learning of the critical 
situation caused by suspension of power, he gave 
the word for resumption of the plant, with the 
same engineer in charge until another could he 
found. One of the engineers has been ill for ten 
days, it was announced.
